1, 4&w agreement, signed on 23 January 1950, between DAHA-Metall, Berlin and 
' Promsyr$import, Moscow, provides for the delivery of DAHA-lletall of 1,000 
tons of electro-welding wire fob Brest-Litovsk. The value of this contract 
is 874,500 rubles and delivery is to take place between March and June 1950. 


2. Under an agreement, dated 15 January 1950, between the DAHA and Ragno4import— 
Eksport, Moscow, the former will deliver 6,000 cubic meter of red granite. ; 
The price is 3,600,000 (sic) rubles fob Brest-Litovsk, and deliveries are to take 
place in April-May 1950. 


3, A further agreemont,dated 16 January 1950, provited for the delivery to Ragno- 
import-Eksport of 11,896 tons of crystallized saccharine fob a Baltic port. 
The total value of this contract is 138,716.69 rubles and deliveries are to 
be completed by the end of Narch 1950. 


4. Under a contract with Poland, dated 22 March 1950, the DAHA will doliver 40 
tons of acid sodium pyrophosphate to Ciech, Warsaw, $500 per ten fob German/ 
Polish frontier. 


5. Under a contract with Czechoslovakia, signed on 15 March 1950, between the 
DAHA and Poldi, Praeue, the latter will deliver 2,987,113 ke of rolled high 
speed silver spring steel for machine tocol construction and fireproof steel 
and semi~finsaihed products fob Czech/German border. The total value of the 
contract is $1,392,547 and delivery is to take place by the end of 1950. 


6 Under a contract, signed on 20 March 1950, between KOVO and the DAHA the former 
will deliver 5 million meters of first quality safety fuses, with a berning 
rate of 110-135 seca. per mter to the Sprengstoffwer' Schiinebeck/Elbe. The 
total price is $125,000 fob Bad Schandau.

7. Under a contract, signed on 22 March 1950, between Centrotex, Pragne and the

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woolen cloth for men's clothing, uniforms,and women's zarmentsa to a total 
value of 3600,000 fob Bad Schandau. Payment 1s to be made by an irrevocable 
letter of credit in dollars in favor of Centrotex with the Zivnostenska bank, 
Prague, The contract is in pursuance of the Eastern Gorman/Czech trade agrec~ 
nent of 9 January 1950. 
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
